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AN ACT RELATIVE TO SPEED LIMITS. 
 

 

 

 Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General Court assembled, and by the authority 

of the same, as follows: 

 

SECTION 1.   Section 1 of chapter 90 of the General Laws, as appearing in the 2006 1 

Official Edition, is hereby amended by adding the following definition:- 2 

“Urban district”, the territory contiguous to any functionally classified local road which is 3 

built up with structures devoted to business, or the territory contiguous to any functionally 4 

classified local road where the dwelling houses are situated at such distances as will average less 5 

than 100 feet between them for a distance of an eighth of a mile or over. 6 

 SECTION 2.  Section 17 of said chapter 90, as so appearing, is hereby amended by striking 7 

out, in line 13, the words “or (4)” and inserting in place thereof the following:- 8 

(4) inside an urban district at a rate of speed exceeding 25 miles per hour for a distance of one-9 

eight of a mile, or (5). 10
